T here is th is excuse, at least, for the entbusi- 
,stic opinions w hich I have of the exposition th a t it w as from such a point 
f vantage th a t I directes? th è observations resulting in th e notes here set down. 


After I had m ade a delightful acquaintance w ith m y accom m odations 1 set 
ut on my first to u r of tjie grounds which had now blossomed into a garden 
f color under th e liberated-sunshine. 
One w as aw are a t once of the warm, 
riental flavor—n o t the austere classicism of the. W hite City which once stood 
n the shore of Laftè M ichigan, but som ething w ith m ore blood in it. 
W hat 
revel of hues it is, ju st’ after the sun has come o u t 
T he tiles on the roof 
arm up to à dull glow,-while the law ns, shrubbery and b right flower gardens 
nd the blue stretch es p£ w ater between, look like a glistening patchw ork from 
aly. 
The pillars o f'th e Spanish colonnades, red half of tfyp way up and w hite 
ip rest of th e way, com pete w ith th e rich ochres and terra-cottas on som e of 
ip buildings for vividness. 
To one side the brilliant blue dome of the gov- 
-nment building rises iifie a Brobdingnagian jew el; an d .in the center of the 
ista which opens before* one as he stan d s a t either end of the grounds, arises 
splendid sim plicity and grace the electric tow er, done in blue and gold. 


The electric tow er > dom inates everything, although on first thought it 
piss im possible th a t'a structure, even though it be 375 feet in height, which 
decorated in such fràjl colors as light blue and gold, can exert so powerful 
influence in th e orgie of,barbaric hues which exists around it; but its sov- 
eignty is so suprem e, th a t one trem bles to think w hat th e exposition would 
> w ithout; it. 
Mr. T u rn er and his associates, who are responsible for the 
olor schem e, have explained th a t th e idea was to show th e advance which 
,-ilization w orks in the choice of colors by using th e deep and rich tones 
the savagp races a t each end of the m ain vista and from there graduating 
p colors frpm th e brilliapt to th e refined, culm inating in the tow er; and it 
ust be because th e , A m erican people realize th a t g reater refinem ent does 
¡ist. in quiet tin ts th a t th e tow er can im press them as dom inating. 
Amid the 
irharous and voluptuous reds, terra-cottas and blues and the untam ed green- 
fs of sw ard and foliàgç, it stands as th e suprem e beauty, tall, the very spirit 
grace and as d elicate'ap a jewel. 


T hat is the color .schem e, w rought through a galaxy of gradations, th e full 
auty of which is not appreciated until m any days of close acquaintanceship; 
it th e general effect can-be apprehended a t the outset; and then one turns 
the arch itectu re w hich is as unique as the coloring and as pleasant to look 
0D- 
’ I" '? ' 


N ot only is th e tow er th e center and dôrùinant feature of the color 
heme, but 'arch itecturally it occupies th e sam e proud position. 
It is tue 
ere de resistance of the exposition and is, I w as interested to learn, to bf 
moved to S t Louis fo r-th e W orld’s fair to be held th e re in two years. It 
ands in alm ost th e cen ter of the m ain vista,a felicitious location a t th e aead 
the court of fo untains; and curving oiit from the base is a low, double 
w of covered pillars, fprm ing a graceful sem i-circle enclosing th a t end oi 
e court. 
F or three-quarters of its height the tow er is square, and orna- 
ented by a very sim ple:and effective open w ork pattern, but the upper por- 
>n is m ore o rnam ental,'supporting colum ns and arches of consistent graçe. 
bile a circular tu rre t crow ns the structure. 
At the points w here they will 
ntribute to -th e general-harm ony of outline, groups of statuary have been 
aced, and tliere is a M èfcury-like figure on the pinnacle. In the front face of 
e tower th ere is ¿ large plche. painted a pale green and from an orifice 30 
et wide there gushes aibeputiful cascade which breaks upon the sieps a t the 
ise of the tow er, descending to th e lagoon in little cataracts. The effect of 
e silvery w aterfalh against the green background is alm ost sylvan, and on a 
arm day it m akes one’cool even to look a t it. The ta ste and skill which has 
me into the designing of th e tow er, as well as into the bunding of it; and 
p ingenious a rt w hich is' responsible for its decoration, in botu carving and 
loring, goes to m ake it, I think, one of the m ost signal arcuitectural tri 
phs w hich th is'co u fttjy TVas w itnessed. 
One h ates to think th a t it is a 
ere mushrqom grow th' destin ed , all but the steel fram e work, to crum ble 
ay in a few m onths; for;it-is w orthy of an im m ortality in m arble. 


In addition to th e tow er there ai-e tw o other features w nich a ttra c t one s 
»ice on his first tour o f'th e grounds. The exhibition buim m gs are not sa­ 
ndy original eith er in : them selves o r in their relation to eacu om er. The 
ir great Pylons, how ever, standing a t the eastern extrem ity of the g reat 
sta. are unique and beaixtiful. 
They are colum ns of g reat size and ueight, 
anding a t th e four cornçrs of a large bridge, and very rem arkable for their 
ajesty and strength. 
The outlines are sim ple and very striking, and the 
coration, w hile it'is som ew hat intricate when, viewed near by, is in perfect 
upping. 
Bach pylon ,he§rs; aloft a group of sym bolical statuary, the sig- 
ficaiK-e of which is quite unctuously explained in th e guide books. 


The propylaea, lik6 0'ne-half of a gentle ellipse, stands a t the w estern ex- 
emity of the grounds, separated from the tow er by a spacious, plaza. 
The 
ructure is som ething,,quite different-from anything before attem pted in th e 
'untry, and architecturally it is onp of the m ost interesting things on the 
ounds. 
At each end of the elliptical row of covered pillars there is a very 
aborate gatew ay of G reek design, w hile betw een each pillar there is erected 
pedestal and p laster çà st of some well-known G recian statue. 
The gate- 
îys are stately, y et fascinating in th e ir classic quaintness, while one m ight f 
lagine Socrates pacing ,ba,ck and forth under the shadow ed portico in front 
the white, silent figure^.

After one has obtained a general, even if superficial, idea of th e grounds, 
is assailed by a se n se 'o f incongruity. 
T here is the Propylaea, w hich is 
eel;, and the Plaza, whlfeh is Spanish, w hile a t each side of the la tte r a very 
?e Renaissance finds expression in two. pretentious restaurants. 
A dvancing 
'the grounds one se e s ;on,pach side low, rath er squatty exhibition buildings, 
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m anifestly Spanish and. rem inding one of the C alifornian m issions so far as 
the roofs and arcaded corridors are concerned, but liberties have been taken 
w ith the doorw ays and tpw ers, which resem ble m ore the R enaissance and 
Gothic than the sim ple architecture of the old m ission belfries and entrance». 
W hen th e gaily colored domes are noted, especially th a t on the G overnm ent 
building, contributing an oriental effect, the incongruity seem s to have reached 
th e lim it; but no, there are still the Roman Pylons, the Japancsy band stands 
and the Castilian colonnades. 
The latter are opened out a t intervals over 
the grounds to fill in blank spaces, and although they are w arm and pleasing 
to the eye„ one is astonished to observe th a t th ey are adorned w ith G reek 
busts! 
Finally, w ith the Japanese jin-rick-shaw s dodging the autom obiles on 
land, and the V enetian gondolas gliding betw een electric launches on the 
w ater, one m ight excusably clap his hands to his head and ask into w hat 
confusion of nationalities he had suddenly been conducted; nor can this 
im pression be dispelled until one comes to an insight of the spirit back of 
the apparently motley assem blage. 


. W.hile there is a type of architecture brought from nearly every q uarter 
of the globe, this is but typical of the diversity of A m erican life which itself is 
composed of people from all countries; and in th e diversity there is this 
unity th a t the ensem ble is Am erican, as we are Am erican, only our archi­ 
tecture, moving more slowly than society, has not yet assim ilated the diverse 
elem ents of which it is composed into a congruous whole. 


Scoffers have laughed a t the exposition, after a casual observation of its 
com binations, and called it garish and outlandish; but they have failed to see 
beneath the surface. 
The grow th of this country has been so m arvelous th a t 
there has been no opportunity for the developm ent of a typical American 
architecture outside‘of the sky-scraper and a few other utilitarian designs, to 
the elaboration of which our architects have had th eir labors E rected by 
necessity rath er than by preference. 
In trying th e ir hands a t effects in the 
field of beauty, as they have now done in building th is exposition, they have 
adm ittedly draw n upon models which have been handed down to them from 
other lands and times, even as Shakespeare openly appropriated w hatever 
m aterial cam e to his hand, but so transform ing it by the magic of his touch 
th at w hat he w rought has descended 1,0 posterity as the only survival of the 
m aterial he drew upon. 


Diverse as are its elem ents, the exposition is n notable achievem ent in 
American architecture. 
T here is a certain harm ony about the arrangem ent 
of the buildings which predicts the fuller harm ony which will cojne later, for 
there has been an effort, to separate the m ore dissim ilar types by neutral 
effects; and th e sym m etry in w hich th e grounds are laid out is-alm ost perfect. 
There is also originality there, a-new , and let us believe, an A m erican spirit 
in design which finds its highest expression in the Electric Tower, and which 
has m ade the Ethnology building and the Tem ple of Music beautiful structures, 
com bining as they do, size and grace. 
The builders of this exposition have 
been creators as well as adaptors, they have set new standards for the design­ 
ers of o ther expositions. 
O ne's fancy dw ells upon the possibilities in m ere 
color effects which are before the builders of the St. Louis fair; and it is these 
great, even though ephem eral, expositions which are accelerating the develop­ 
m ent of a m ore ideal A m erican architecture. 
Each one assists the architects 
to a fuller know ledge of th eir power, and in the ripeness of tim e they will 
have a firm er grasp of the A m erican spirit and bring to th eir w ork some of 
the genius which Shakespeare brought to his, em ploying w hat is best in the 
styles of all lands and tim es, but so transform ing it by th eir touch th a t it will 
be only one architecture in the end, the borrow ed elem ents toned down to 
one harm ony, which would be essentially Am erican. 


III. 


F ascinating as it is to get a general idea of the exposition, it is a delight 
which one is ready to think m ight be infinitely prolonged to study the w ealth 
of detail which goes to m ake up the general effect, so attractive is the exterior 
of the exposition. 
W hen one first realizes the m ultiplicity of devices which 
have been employed for the elaboration of the color schem e or the decoration 
of the grounds, it seem s to him as if he would need w eeks instead of days to 
do justice to it all. 
T here is no need for disappointm ent, however, if one has 
only a few days to spend. In th a t short tim e he will have started out each day 
with fresh in terest and w ith an anticipation sharpened by the revelations of 
the day before, until, when he is obliged to leave, it m ight seem to him as if 
hp would like to spend m onths th ere; and that, perhaps, is the “psychological 
m om ent” when it is best to come away. 


I think it w as Goethe who said th a t criticism im plies the pow er to adm ire 
greatly; and if th a t infrequent interpretation of the term be correct the 
exposition is entertaining a v ast num ber of critics th is sum m er. 
I m ust 
confess th a t my criticism is nothing m ore than adm iration, for in all the 
schem e of ornam entation there is nothing on the grounds to ¿xcite disap­ 
proval afte r one has accepted th e architectural com bination and learned not 
to stop before the groups of crude statuary. 
One can w ander about the 
grounds, now resting near the cool splashing of the fountains, now reading the 
lofty dedications lettered on the m ain buildings w ritten by R ichard Gilder 
and' printed elsew here on this page, or can sit listening to a band concert and 
bp surprised continually a t som e new expression of the color schem e, or some 
felicitous touch of decoration overlooked before; and by everything one's 
adm iration is aroused, or, as Goethe would say, one's critical instinct stim ulated. 


Before the buildings had undergone any decoration they w ere of alm ost 
prim itive plainness. 
The w alls w ere all plastered and resem ble still, in the 
undecorated places, the adobe of the west. 
Upon this sim ple background, 
however, there has blossomed the luxuriance of outline and color of a 
southern garden. The outline is found entirely in stucco relief work, which is 
one of the m ost beautiful distinctions of the exposition. 
It is executed ip 
form al designs, m any of them suggestive of th e Florentine scroll, and is found 
extending p art w ay up pillars, around windows and doors, under the eavep, 
and, very often, decorating th e w alls them selves as w ith ¡l w ainscoting 
carved in quaint designs. 
This ornam entation in itself would not be so 
noticeable w ere it not for the coloring, which not only accentuates .the out­ 
lines, but throw s the design into greater relief. 
The stucco in places is the 
shade of th e adohe, again it is a light brown and som etim es” ft is subjected 
to warm coloring, although it alw ays stands out from a backgrouri^. of lighter 
tints. A scrolly design in relief ag ain st delicate pinks and greens,; itself a quiet 
yellow, is a com bination w hich sounds doubtful but w hich is 'exquisite .to look 
upon.

The plainest facades, those of th e arcaded buildings, w here the adobe 
has been left untouched in the larg est spaces, are relieved by circular w in­ 
dows betw een the arches, decorated w ith a wide, brightly colored border. 
Through th e arches one gets a glim pse of one w arm tone w hich clothes the 
building proper, and under the broad Spanish eaves there is an elaborate 
cornice. 
The main doorw ays are gorgeous beyond words, both in carving (it 
is but counterfeit carving, alas!) and in color. 
R eds and terra-cottas are in­ 
geniously blended w ith delicate pinks and yellows and soft blue# and greens. 
There are one or two doorw ays 'before which one stands as a w ondering 
child, unable to understand, but equally unable to tak e aw ay his ^aze. 


To one w hose experience of expositions is lim ited to those, w hich have 
been w hite and simple, it is alm ost im possible to understand the vital dis­ 
tinction-w hich belongs to th e full-blooded, throbbing city on th e outskirts, of 
Buffalo. 
Everyw here the luxuriance of color greets one’s eye, and yet no­ 
w here it is overdone, nor does one tire of i t T here is a variety which becomes 
m ore pronounced the longer you are there. 
The sim plicity of th e m ission 
buildings relieved by the decoration of the R enaissance is in entire contrast 
to the Ethnology building, for exam ple, w ith its pillared porticos and the 
glim pse of deep orange back of the graceful colum ns; or "by the Tem ple of 
Music w hich stands opposite to the Ethnology building as a com plem ent to 
it, about the sam e size and shape, but totally different so far as th e details of 
construction are concerned and th e color and ornam entation. 


A t every turn a new felicitous use of the decorator’s a rt is .revealed. One s 
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eye suddenly encounters a daring blending of tin ts in some corner not before 
observed, or is caught by a certain color and follows it along through lines of 
flower bec^s until it appears again on one of tho buildings. 
The landscape 
gardening everyw here contributes to the effect of unity in design and color 
schem e—the clumps of shrubbery and quaintly trim m ed trees, and every 
blossom ing garden is em ployed to develop the general plan as well as the 
form and color oi the buildings. 
The blue lagoons lead up io the electric 
tow er, a patch of green over a doorway is duplicated in a hit. of form al gar­ 
dening, while it m ight be chips from the tiled roofs which grow on tho 
hollyhock stem s below. 
A thousand fluttering 
banners catch tho color 
schem e and wave it on high, while the blue sky is im prisoned in two great 
turquoises mounted a t each end of the tow er colonnade in settings of gold. 
It is these clever and happy touches which contribute so generously to the 
beauty of the grounds and make a study of the detail so full of in terest and 
delight. 


IV. 


To a u rea t e x ten t the ex h ib its of all fairs m ust lie largely alike, and to one 
w ho w as conscientious in going th ro u g h Ihe buildings at the W orld's fa ir o r u t 
th e T ran sm isslssip p i. the P a n a m e ric a n h as little new to offer. 
15von the d isplay 
of autom obiles and o th er p ro d u cts of invention w hich have been p erfected since 
tiro o th e r expositions h ard ly com pensate one for the tedious rou n d s of tile cro w d ­ 
ed show aisles. 
Kach v isito r will find the d isplays tn w hich he is especially in ­ 
terested , an d he will pro b ab ly And th at a fte r seeing these he will be satisfied to 
spend th e rest of his tim e out of doors or on thè M idw ay. 
T here a re som e ex ­ 
h ib its w ith w hich alm ost everyone would be pleased. 
In the .M anufacturers' 
building, T iffany & Co. a re ex h ib itin g n collection of tre a su re s w orthy of a 
ra ja h ’s palace, w hile th ere a re disp lay s of fru its and flow ers in the H o rtic u ltu ra l 
bu ilding of c a p tiv a tin g loveliness. 
In the fiovernm eni building, also, one m ay 
find m an y th in g s of in terest, but It is the a rt g allery w hich is a ttra c tin g the 
g re a te st n u m b er of the "d iscern in g ones.'' 


T h ere a re m an y fine can v asses on exhibition in th e m odest little brick b u ild ­ 
ing w hich had to be erected h u rried ly becnusc th em w as a delay in p ro cu rin g the 
ntttyble for th e b u ilding w hich w as planned. 
W hen it is rem em beied th at the 
A m ericas 
only have c o n trib u ted to Ihe art exhibit- w h ic h m eans p ractically the 
U nitèd S ta te s—-one 13 su rp rised at Its m agnitude. 
T he s ta tu a ry is d isappointing. 
It m u st be acknow ledged. 
T here a re only tw o or th ree th in g s In m arble, just, 
enough to m ake th e crack ed p iaster casts, occupying th e rest of ihe space, look 
v ery cheap. 
In th e lobby th ere are tw o large p laste r m odels of St. C aitdens' 
w ork, one th e fam ous bas-relle!' of Stevenson, and the o th er of th e sc u lp to r's 
children, an d both of th em are b e a u tifu l, but the sam e cannot be said nf the 
o th er casts. T he p ictures, how ever, a re originals, and th ere Is a splendid collec­ 
tion of them , com bining can v asses w hich will appeal to the u n tu to red eye a s w pII 
a s to th e a rt stu d en t. 
T he new er Im pressionistic school is given a g re a t deal of 
space, and quite w a rran ta b ly . for th ere are som e ex q u isite th in g s done In the 
lig h t to n es and co n trasted pinks, blues and purples w hich these a rtis ts em ploy. 
T he m ost no tab le group Is th n t of th e original W h istlers, by far the m ost com ­ 
plete an d com prehensive collection of this g rea t m an 's w ork w hich has ever heen 
b ro u g h t to g eth er in this country. 
No one w ho carps at all for p ictu res ran pass 
th ro u g h th e m any room s w ithout finding several thing? to which he will retu rn 
a g ain and ag ain , and leave, at. last, w ith deep regret, for it is these th in g s w hich 
one w ishes to h av e by him alw ays. 


I h ad felt th a t It w as a t least m y d u ty to m ake a careful inspection of the 
M ines b u ilding; and I am ash am ed to acknow ledge th a t I w asted a w hole m o rn ­ 
ing th ere try in g to becom e Interested in som eth in g for It w as as d ry as dust. 
To an y o n e w ho has th e least Idea of the lively fascin atio n w hich the m ining 
in d u stry e x e rts n o t only over those w ho a re associated w ith it but those to w hom 
it Is so m eth in g of a m y stery , the stiff lay -o u t of specim ens of ore and piles of 
rock w as th e deadest rep re se n ta tio n of so living a th in g w hich can be im agined. 
T here a re row s of g lass cases filled w ith specim ens, labeled w ith th eir scientific 
nam es, w hich, w hile th ey m ig h t be very good of th eir kind, hold no especial In­ 
tere st fo r those w ho w ere fam iliar w ith m ining and w ere m eaningless to the 
lay m an . 
H e m ig h t as well have gone hom e to his ow n back yard and exam ined 
his n a tiv e pebbles w ith a glass for all the good it would do him , or. If It w as 
p re tty sto n es he w an ted to look a t, he rcu ld have found m uch p rettie r ones |n »ny 
jew elry shop. T here are shelves c re ak in g w ith ore. and on the fioor it s ta n d s in 
piles: apd now here Is the m onotony relieved, not even by the ridiculous little 
m odels of sh aft houses and m ills. 
T he S tan d ard Oil com pany Is e x h ib itin g a 
model of a cross-section of th e P en n sy lv an ia oil fields, show ing the wells, and 
th e d ifferen t s tra ta th ro u g h w hich th ey p ass: and th is is of som e in terest. 
If 
th e m ining exhibition could have follow ed th a t exam ple w lih good-sized m odels 
of m ines show ing the im p o rtan t form ations, the occu rren ces of ore w ith a few 
specim ens of th e a c tu a l rock n e a r a t h and, all labeled in plain ICnglish. if tw o or 
th ree levels of a real m ine could hav e been exhibited, show ing the m ethods of 
o peration, if the m ethods of m illing and sm eltin g could have been ac tn a llv p re ­ 
sented, all explained by a tte n d a n ts, th e exhibition would have in terested and in ­ 
stru c te d th e novice: w hile new m ach in ery and processes could h av e been d is­ 
played for th e benefit of th e m in in g m an. 
In stead , th e disp lay rep resen ted m in ­ 
in g a s a few h u m an bones laid out on shelves m ight rep resen t a m an. 


I t Is to be reg re tte d , perh ap s, th a t C olorado a s a sta le did not send even an y 
bones, .N evada had a v ery p rete n tio u s display, as did m an y of the o th er states, 
b u t C olorado w as rep resen ted only by a p riv ate concern, th e W oods In v estm e n t 
com pany. T his com pany is to be co n g ra tu la te d on th e en te rp rise w hich resu lted 
in th is b e a u tifu l ex hibition of C olorado m inerals, and, w ith the genial Jim m ie 
A llen In a tten d an ce, it Is su re to a ttr a c t In terest; alth o u g h even tills ex h ib it h as 
failed w ith all of them to be a v ital one. 


T h ere rem ain s the M idw ay and th e S tadium , one the g ay carn iv al of th e e x ­ 
position. and the o th er th e place of m an ly sports. 
If th e plalsance at C hicago 
w as M idw ay, the one a t B uffalo goes all the w ay. for ev ery featu re w hich w as a 
success there, w ith th e exception of th e F e rris wheel, is elab o rated here, and 
novel ad d itio n s m ade. U s a ttra c tio n s a re m anifold, and its fakes a re few . T here 
a rc m an y th in g s to see of an In stru ctiv e n atu re , and a g reat v a rie ty of a m u se ­ 
m en t fea tu re s. 
In th e S tadium , w hich Is one of the m ost rem ark ab le a re n a s 
ever built, th ere a re ath le tic ex h ib itio n s n early every day, gam es and races, m an y 
cham p io n sh ip contests, in the good old H ellenic w ay w ay: and its p o p u larity te s ­ 
tifies to th e h e alth fu l sp irit w hich is gro w in g In this co u n try , w hich will som e­ 
tim e resu lt in th e erection of stad iu m s in all larg e cities, and the developm ent 
of a stro n g e r race 
! 
V. 


A t n ig h t th e exposition is a scene of en ch an tm en t. 
The illum ination is so far 
ah ead Of a n y th in g before a tte m p te d th a t the W o rld ’s fair and even the T ra n s- 
m lfsissippi, seem in com parison to h av e been lit by candles. The s tre n g th of 
N ia g a ra is g e n e ra tin g th e e lectricity w hich b u rn s In the th o u san d s of lam ps, and 
a t the p rese n t tim e no illu m in atio n of th is m ag n itu d e w ould be possible an y w h ere 
else. 


T w ilig h t, w hich brin g s its m y sterio u s influence to th e m ost com m on-piace 
su b jects, c a sts a deep fascin atio n over th e exposition grounds, like th e hush of a 
d ark en ed th ea te r. T he v ast, silent crow ds are a lread y su rg in g tow ard the bridge 
betw een the pylons, w hich is the best place to w atch th e Illum ination com e on. 
T here a re d esu lto ry lig h ts stru n g over the grounds, b u t the outlines of the b u ild ­ 
ings a re v ague, and the only sound Is th e sp lash in g of the fo u n tain s and the 
ste a d y su rg in g of h u n d red s of people to th e tw ilig h t rendezvous. 
P re se n tly 
S ousa's b an d begins th e evening concert w ith the " liv e n in g S ta r" song, or w ith 
qu iet s tra in s from L ohengrin. 


On th e esp lan ad e w here It begins to sw ell to w ard th e pylons and the bridge, 
th e crow ds a re sta n d in g in silen t u xpectation, th eir faces tu rn ed tow ard th e im ­ 
m ense V ista of th e electric tow er. It Is one of the sig h ts of a cen tu ry to see the 
tu rn in g ’ on of th is Illum ination. 
A t o th er expositions It has all flashed up s u d ­ 
denly, o r se v eral circ u its have been used so th a t It needed several tlashes to co m ­ 
plete th è Illum ination. 
R ut here th ere is only one circu it, and if th e pow erful

PRESIDENTIAL INAUGURATIONS 


AND ROYAL CORONATIONS. 
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F. P. DUNNE 


(By John P. Foley.) 


The installation of a president of tho U nited Stales is, considering the 
m agnitude of the office, the sublim e of sim plicity, and. therefore, the most im­ 
pressive of all eyonts of tho kind. The coronation of a king, not five centuries 
ago, but in th ese opening years of the tw entieth one, is. or wilt be in the 
case of Edw ard of England, the acm e of grotesque medieval pagentry, and. 
therefore, one of the most ridiculous exhibitions on earth. 
In point of real 
power, there is no com parison betw een an English monarch and the chief 
m agistrate of the republic. 
The form er reigns, but does not rule. 
His min­ 
isters attend to th at business, and he is sim ply a gorgeous flgiirehean. movej 
hither and th ith er hy a g reat m inister or body of ministers, controlling a 
parliam entary m ajority. 
A president, on the other hand, rules his ministers. 
They are his subordinates, appointed to adm inister their great offices in 
accordance w ith his w ishes and instructions. 
If any of them should refuse to 
carry out the policy mapped out for him, prompt removal, or resignation. Il 
inevitable. 
Nominally, the British king has an initiative in legislation, but it 
is a m ere mockery, for the speech from th e throne is always a cabinet pen 
form ance, and the pretense that It is of im perial construction is a fiction. 
The king’s Influence over parliam ent is zero. 
A president's influence ove( 
congress is, Iq a great national crisis, nearly autocratic. 
This waR seen it 
the late w ar with Spain and in the adm inistrative m easures with respect tft 
our foreign possessions which followed that, conflict. 
I pon no English ruler 
in hundreds of years was so enorm ous a v.eposit of power conferred as waa 
than placed in the hands of the president. 
Never, It is safe to predict, will the 
Seventh Edward be invested w ith such a degree of absolutism over any par! 
of the im m ense territory of which he is called the emperor. 


T aking all tnis into consideration, the coronation perform ances in sobei 
reality sink dowu Into a lirst-class circus show. 
The great Barnum, genius 
though he was in the conception and arrangem ent of the spectacular, nevei 
devised anything so well calculated to catch the eye and captivate the Imagi­ 
nation of the mob. 
But the curious thing about It ¡ill is that am ong great 
nobles, m any of whom the world has hitherto regarded as men of ability and 
keen common sense, there should be such a scram ble to participate in this 
insane Kalstaflian exhibition. 
H ere, for instance, is a renowned duke, the 
highest in Lite peerage, pleading to be allowed In ael in Hit' cerem onial tho 
p art of the ‘chief butler of England." 
W hat sort of an office 1hat is, I do 
not know. 
W e all know th at a butler Is a head domestic servant. 
My lord 
of Norfolk, for he Is the one 1 mean. Is an applicant in he boss butler on this 
occasion, so th a t the place m ust be som ething of what is called a ’snap." 
Then there is another ducal chap th a t w ants "to provide a glove and to sup­ 
port the king's arm .” The question naturally suggests itself why he does not 
offer to provide a pair of gloves? B ut it may be that a king never w ears more 
than one article of th a t kind, and th a t H is Grace nf N ew castle ^is right. 
A nother duke is piteously pleading to be perm itted "to carry tne orb.” U nless 
the “orb” is pretty w eighty th a t is a job th at any ordinary workman would 
be glad to perform for half a crow n. If my lord of Som erset needs the money, 
by all m eans let him do the toting of the “orb.” An earl who is out of employ­ 
m ent, I presum e, w ants to shoulder “the silver baton tipped with gold," and 
turn him self for the tim e being into a sort of a sandwich man, while another 
chap desires to “carry th e golden spurs." 
Then there is a third one th a t 
puts in a bid for bearing the “cap of m aintenance,” which may, or may not be, 
an advertisem ent for some clothing house.

G eneral Palm er w ent to D enver w ith 
the K ansas Pacific in 1870 and as though 
by Inspiration saw the possibilities of de­ 
velopm ent in the territo ry of Colorado 
through the instrum entality of railroad 
construction. He conceived the whole In­ 
ternal system of m ountain roads as fore­ 
shadowed In the Initial line of the Denver 
& P.lo Grande. The schem e w as com pre­ 
hensive and elaborate, requiring the in ­ 
vestm ent of hundreds of m illions of capi­ 
tal In a region practically uninhabited, 
except by a few w hite settlers a t Pueblo 
and Colorado City, sm all M exican settle­ 


m ents a t T rinidad and some Indian trlbei 
I t w as a stupendous conception, whit 
contem plated th e projection of a mal 
line extending southw ard- from Denver i 
Mexico, w ith a s m any lateral branchi 
through th e canons and over the paJ!( 
a s m ight be required to „ tap the who 
m ountain region and m ake tribute of ti 
m ineral w ealth, little of which had ¡¡tt 
discovered or even dream ed or by th 
m ost adventurous prospectors. 


It w as a daring proposition, which ms 
practical m inds regarded as T'topian 
visionary. 
B u t G eneral Palmer's vi=|t 
penetrated fa r into the future and K 
faith in the resources of the m ount« 
and plain w as unbounded. There was „ 
a village or a cam p in all the i.lain bf 
tween D enver and Pueblo; not a resortt 
a m ining d istrict in th e mountains adji 
cent to th e projected line, when thl

execution. A m ong the num ber nearest 
him and sh arin g his confidence were wm 
lam S. Jackson and Dr. William A Bel 
both still living In Colorado Springs 
am ong the w ealthiest citizens, rt H. Sa: 
born. V.’Illiam r . Melien. Colonel Y\\ ¡j 
Greenwood. W illiam W agner and Dover 
or A. C. H unt. Colonel D. C. Dodge cao 
In th e follow ing year. All of them, to 
ever, ascribe to G eneral Palm er the hon 
and the praise due for the conception at 
creation of the D enver & Rio Grani 
w hich w ith all of its ramifications, co 
stltu tes one of th e moBt wonderful ra 
road system s of th e world. He built ti 
road and founded the cities along the 
Colorado Springs, P alm er Lake and mat 
others. 
H e w as m ade president ot tt 
com pany organized for construction 
the road, and continued in the office 
president a fte r it w as opened for buslnu 
In 1883. A fter th a t tim e he completed jj 
other of his creations, the Rio Grani 
W estern, extending w estw ard from Gris 
Junction to Salt L ake and Ogden. Ho »1 
the first president of this line and co: 
tlnued to serve 
as 
Its chief execute 
through all th e y aars until last mor.JH 
when the property w as sold to the Deira 
& Rio G rande. 


General P alm er is known by the tit 
of "F a th e r of th e Rio Grande system, 
which has contributed more to th« 4 
vclopm ent of the sta te ’s resources thi 
any other enterprise or influence. Hi 
regarded, therefore, not simply as a. mi 
of public spirit, b u t a public baneiacte 
O ther m en m ight have done It, but Qs 
eral Palm er did it. 
H e is a man of a

T he postofflce w hen it w as estab lish ed 
w as a fo u rth clasB office an d I w as su p ­ 
posed to h a v e a sa la ry of $4 p er y ear 
m erely a nom inal com pensation fo r th e 
w ork done.

w as so fast, how ever, th a t a t th e end of 
th e first y e a r th e office w as changed 
and I w as giv en a sa la ry o f $1,000 per 
y e a r an d the change w as so m an ifestly 
n ecessary th a t th e postofflce d e p a rt­ 
m en t allow ed th e new classflcatio n to 
d a te back, a n d m y sa la ry o f $1,000 b e­ 
gan w ith th e esta b lish m en t o f th e office.

T he cerem ony of d riv in g the first s ta k e In th e new to w n of Colorado 
S p rin g s w as w itnessed, th is m orning, by a larg e concourse of ladies an d 
gentlem en. 
The m orn in g w as b rig h t an d b eau tifu l an d ev e ry th in g con­ 
spired to m ake th e occasion n success. 


A t 8 a. m., u n d er th e su p erin ten d en ce of Gen. C 'am ercn a n d E ngineer 
N ettleto n , the first sta k e touched the gro u n d , fair h a n d s jo in ed in d riv in g 
It hom e and a t th e last hom e stro k e rep eated calls for a speech b rought 
out Gen. C am eron as th e o rato r of th e hour, w ho said: 


"O n the Im p o rtan t occasion of in itia tin g a new e n te rp rise here in this 
b e au tifu l valley, a t the 
confluence of

M onum ent an d 
F o u n tain

The Natural History of Trusts. 
(M ilw au k ee E v e n in g W isconsin.) 


Ambrose P are W inston's article. In the 
July 
A tlantic, 
"Sixteenth - C entury 
T ru sts,” is wholesome, corrective read ­ 
ing for th at not by any m eans lim ited 
class of people who .-.ink and talk and 
w rite as if the world began yesterday. 
The fact is th at very few situations in 
economics or politics or individual ex­ 
perience are absolutely new, and th at It 
is the p art of wisdom not to act w ith 
precipitancy when seem ingly novel con­ 
ditions present them selves, but to "look 
before and a fter," and to take counsel of 
history in every Im portant endeavor to 
solve the problem s of existence. 


Mr. W inston’s article begins by recall­ 
ing th at tru sts are not an essentially new 
thing, and by showing th at the vast in­ 
dustrial expansion of the century which 
m arked the beginning of m odern times 
brought with It com binations of capital 
much like those of today, proceeding by 
sim ilar m ethods to th e sam e purposes, 
and evoking corresponding expressions of 
com plaint. 
The 
trad ers 
of 
F ran k fo rt 
reached out through the R hine to the 
B ritish Isles, though the H anse to the 
whole north, w estw ard into F ran cs and 
by a long chain of cities from B ails to 
Vienna, over the passe* of the Alps to 
Italy 
and 
the 
orient. 
F ortunes grew 
w ith sw iftness like m at which has been 
w itnessed in the U nited S tates in the 
p ast tw enty years. 
The pow er of the 
great m erchants and capitalists cam e to 
resem ble th at of princes. 
A good under­ 
standing united the capitalists of G er­ 
m any and those of Italy so th a t they 
were enabled to call on one another for 
aid In em ergencies. 
Nor did they re­ 
frain from participation in politics. "The 
world-w ide ’money pow er’ of those days, 
w ith its com pactness and organization, 
thus had a t its disposal a force which 
no potentate could defy." These m en held 
a m ortgage 
on 
the revenues of the 
church; they overthrew th e dem ocracy 
of A ugsburg; tipsy decided the Imperial 
election of 1519 by w ithdraw ing credit 
from one candidate and buying electoral 
votes for another, so th a t C harles V., the 
g reatest ruler of a thousand years, was 
th eir appointee. 


In terests w ith which the operations of 
the sixteenth century tru sts cam e into 
conflict raised voices in com plaint. The 
g reat 
com panies 
w ere charged 
w ith 
m aking prices a t will and w ith destroy­ 
ing all the sm all a rtisan s and m erchants. 
One w riter of the tim e described them as 
“cheats who flayed th e people, tak in g not 
only unnecessary foreign rubbish, but 
also w hat is indispensable to life, as 
corn, fish and w ine; screw ing up prlcos 
according to th eir greed and covetous­ 
ness. and fatten in g them selves on the 
cruel labor of the poor.” 
Tradesm en 
who refused to en ter Into com bination 
w ith the monopolies w ere crushed out by 
a sudden low ering of prices; when com­ 
petition 
had 
been stifled 
prices 
rose 
again. 


H aving draw n th e p o rtra it of Indus­ 
trial com binations in th e olden tim e, Mr. 
W inston rem arks: 


N ot only w ere th e grounds of com­ 
plaint against them th e sam e then as 
now, b u t the division betw een those who 
fiercely condemned the action of the com ­ 
panies followed then, as it does In A m er­ 
ica today, a sectional line. 
The "popu­ 
lism ” of th at generation had its home 
In G erm any which w as still new to Its 
Industrial greatness. 
T here lay the E u ­ 
ropean “wild w est;" th ere th e ru ral pop­ 
ulation still 
contributed pow erfully to 
public opinion, and th ere the ru ral pop- 
tion of monopolies w as 
th e 
loudest; 
w hile In Italy —Industrially m ore m ature 
—the urban influence w as predom inant, 
and the capitalistic regim e w as regarded 
w ith entire complacency. 


B ut the sixteenth century tru sts did 
not bring the world to an end, nor did 
th ey exterm inate the young m an Ab­ 
salom ■ of 
those earlier tim es. 
They 
w axed and then they waned, under the 
influence of the law s of trad e and of 
th e progress of invention. 
Competition, 
then a s now, w as an active principle in­ 
consistent w ith the m aintenance of mo­ 
nopoly and extortion, and by the close 
of the sixteenth century it cam e to be 
seen th a t com binations w hich undertake 
to organize and carry on w orld-corners 
m u st fall to pieces under th e opeiation 
of the n atu ral law s of trade.

THE CHINESE FOREIGN 


QFFICEREORGAMZED 


Peking, July 30.— The edict of the em- 
peror providing for the reorganization 
of the Chinese foreign office, has been 
received 'here. Its tone and substance 
satisfy .the ministers of the powers. The 
edict coincides with their demands on 
the subject, formulated' by tho United 
States -special commissioner, Mr.' Rock- 
hill, .as a condition of peace. 


The edict declares that foreign affairs 
will hereafter be the mo it important 
business of the'govi/nment, gives tho 
foreign office precedence over the six 
old boards that previously outranked It 
and provides for the reception of the 
ministers In the hall which heretofore 
only near relatives of the emparqr have 
entered. It also provides for the en- 
tertainment of the ministers by the em- 
peror at occasional banquets. 


The German minister, Dr. Mumm von 
Schwarzensteln, IH engaged In drafting 
a protocol providing for *.he punishment 
of Chinamen guilty of participation In 
the Boxer movement. A feature of this

the criminal history of West Virginia, 
and cost the state thousands of dollars. 
The .entire case'hlnged.upon the Identi- 
fication of Sills Glenn as being the same 
as one BeYt Glenn, formerly of William- 
son, W. Va. • Over 100 witnesses were 
examined pro and con, and the beet 
criminal lawyers in the state were ar- 
rayed against each other. While Bills 
Olenn appeared in- court attired as a 
woman, the prosecution sought to Iden- 
tify her as Bert Glenn, a male.

ON THE WARRANTS 


The Senator Does Not Think There Is Any 


Reason for Criticising Treasurer Chipley 


for His Action in the Matter. 


Special to the Gazette. 
Denver. July 30.—U. S. Senator Teller 


tod.ay made,public the following state- 
ment, In regard to the payment of the 
189,000 warrant by Treasurer Chlpley: 
"I do not think there Is any reason 
to criticise Treasurer Chlpley for the 
payment of the warrants, recently paid 
by him. Thise warrants were Issued 
in 1889. There has< been In the state 
treasury, in theory (but In fact In the 
banks of the state) since 1888, $89,000 
ralEod by taxation, to pay the expenses 
of the state administration of 
that 
year. This amount of money lay In 
tha banks for several years not draw- 
ing any interest, while ths warrants 
for the payments of which 
It 
was 
raised, drew 6 per cent, per annum. 
Within the last two years the banks 
have paid the state 2V4 per cent, on 
that amount. 
"It may be asked, why were not these 
warants paid as the law directs? The 
Seventh general assembly was a strong 
partisan body and in connection with 
the purchase of certain furniture and 
other supplies, as well as the-public 
printing, there was much irregularity, 
and doubtless some fraud. . This dis- 
credited the'Seventh general assembly 
and It was judged by those opposed 
to 'the political majority as the Rob- 
ber Seventh.. The treasurer- declined 
to pay any of the warrants at that 
time, not attempting to distinguish the 
legal and honest ones from the dis- 
honest ones, and the money collected 
(or that purpose-remained in the banks 
of the state, an before stated. The 
amount of the warrants paid by Treas- 
urer Chlpley Is about 163,000 and the 
balance of the payments, about '$36,000, 
Is for the Interest'provided by law, of 
these unpaid warrants. 


"Treasurer Ctilpley, In his letter to 
the. governor, gives the names of a 
largs number of persons to whom these

He did 
not proclaim to the publlo his Intention 
to pay them,' but he was not bound 
to Jlo so,' nor la such the course of 
business in ttl»-treasurer's oMIoe. But 
It Is'not true .that h« concealed his In- 
tention to pay.. He asked the opinion 
of the attorney general as to his duty 
In the premises'and the attorney gen- 
eral' gave it as his- oolnlon' that It was 
the duty of the treasurer.to pay these 
warrants'and'that in his opinion he is 
Justified by: the provision's of the state 
laws. Mr. RlehArdson, of the firm of

I, urn In- 
formed that at one time the state 
owned about $28,0110 more but, needing 
the. funds, the legislature authorize* 
the treasurer to »ell them and USE the 
money for purposes needed. They were 
sold to the late holders of these war- 
rants. Of the 3M warrants paid, all 
but six of them had been at 'some time 
the property of tho'state and sold by 
the state, or held as an Investment 
from funds of the state, at, tho time 
of payment. The state, by Its purchase, 
and the Investments In these'warrants, 
declared them' valid as well as-by the 
sale of those Just above mentioned and 
would be legally and morally estopped 
from raising a question of the validity. 
Thin question the state has. never 
raised, exccot by the failure of certain 
treasurers to make payment -as re- 
quired by law. 


".I hear it is said that S26.000 was paid 
to parties for collecting the money on 
these warrants.

I hear it has been 
said that It they were willing to dls- 
count these warrants to that extent, 
the state, of C6t6mdo might have the 
benefit of such'discount.

"There has been considerable criti- 


cism of those who had contracts with] 
the warrant holders to collect thess 
warrants. The state having neglected 
for 12 years to pay these warrants, > I 
do not think orltlclum Is. properly di- 
rected. 
It ougrht to be.against thfl 
state and not the lawyers: who tot a 
fee out of this transaction and, If there 
Is anything wrong In Its collection, It 
Is the wrong of the state for the .non- 
payment of this principal, and Interest 
when-It was due. If these : warrants 
had been paid when they ought to h»v» 
been paid, the staU would haVe'savAd 
not less than 165,000'and'would have 
saved its credit, which has been great- 
ly damaged by Its tftUure to pay." : 
"I have made this statement.not be- 
came I think Treasurer Chlcley needs 
any defense at my hands; but-because 
I want the people of the state to know- 
that, after 12 years of repudiation of 
these valid warrants, the credit of the 
state has be«n redeemed arid.the state 
saved not far from $3,200 'per. annum 
by the tardy act of justice In .the:pay-

"An attempt was made to make 'It 


appear that the bondsmen of Treasurer 
Chlpley were very much disturbed over 
the payment of these-warrants. There 
Is unquestioned authority for'saying 
that- the bondamen of Mr.'-Ch'lpley sub- 
mitted the question of the validity of 
these bonds, and the' validity o'f their 
payment, to one of the most* influential 
and Intelligent lawyers of the state 
who '.acts for the bondsmen' a"nd who, 
without hesitation, after a careful ex- 
amination, declared the conduct' of MV.

DR. GRESSWELL WARNS 


THE CATTLE GROWERS

Denver. July 27.—Dr. Charles Gress- 
well, formerly state 
veterinarian of 
Colorado and at present chairman of 
the sanitary commission of the Na- 
tional Live Stock association, does not 
readily'accept as correct the statement 
of Dr. Koch that bovine and human tu- 
berculosis are not Intercommunicate. 
In a letter addressed to President John 
W. Springer of the National Live Stock 
association today and made public by 
tho latter, Dr. Gresswell calls atten- 
tion to the fact that cattlemen, If Dr. 
Koch's statement is accepted as correct, 
will at once justly demand the,suspen- 
sion of the tuberculin test now In use 
to prevent the sale of cattle afflicted 
with tuberculosis. He asserts that this 
would cause a rapid reversion of the 
old-time prevalence of tuberculin dis- 
eases, which, he says, there Is no ques- 
tion these repressive measures have di- 
minished. He maintains that the evi- 
dence for and against should be very 
carefully weighed and final judgment 
suspended until a corroboration of Dr. 
Koch's results have been obtained by 
other observers.

Schley controversy Insomuch- as Ad- 
miral Schley's statement, made May 23, 
1888, concerning the hearing of guns 40 
miles away which he believed was th* 
Spanish fleet, was received by many 
persons with considerable InoreduU.y. 
"God grant that .before long you may 
be able to find a cure for cancer or 
check Its course," This sentence in 
King Edward's address to the delegates 
to the British congress on tuberculosis 
has been a subject- of much private 
comment and has given vitality to the 
gossip of some months ago. that the 
king was affected with cancer of. the 
throat, for which, however, there is no 
sort of foundation.

A year 
or two ago, while self expatriated to Costa Rica, he became engaged to a 
sister-in-law of President Iglesias; but, having been called back to his own 
country, he broke off the engagement and transferred his affections to the 
daughter of President Alfaro of Ecuador. Having won the daughter's prom- 
ise to wed him, he was then her father's choice as his successor in tho pres- 
idential chair, and his triumphant election followed. The term of office Is four 
years, with inellglbllity-for re-election.

spective Bon-ill-law again changes his mind the presidency will be kept in 
the family for at least eight years. Plaza's nominal majority In the election 
was 40,000. 


WELL TRAINED IN DIPLOMACY.

Some of it is directly 
a part of the vegetable kingdom, and some of if Is com- 
posed of the flesh of herbivorous »r carnivorous, ani- 
mals, but all food Is derived* from vegetation, and vege- 
tables only have the power to combine the simpler sub- 
stances of the mineral kingdom and to build up the com- 
plex substances upon which-alone animal life may be 
sustained. The only apparent exception to the rule I; 
that of salt, and salt Is not a food and is incapable of 
serving as such.

t The possibility of the production of food substances in

SOME RAILWAY STRATEGY.

ODERN railway conditions make it practically 


certain that new railways will hot be built into 


• territory already-well occupied. Formerly It 
, was a common-thing for competing systems to 


parallel each other, and to waste money in building "spite 
Ines," which had no reasonable prospect of earning a 
return for the investment But the modern Idea of a 
'community of Interest" makes such things Impossible. 


It is all the more important therefore that a railway 


hat has a main trunk line in the neighborhood of a rich 
though undeveloped territory should be the first to take 
possession of the field, for it may be reasonably certain 
that if it does so none other will dispute its claim. 


This condition exists at the present time in northwest 


era Colorado where there are two counties without rail- 
way facilities, and these two are among the most richly 
indowed in natural wealth of all in the state. The valleys 
of the Yampah and the White have large agricultural 
possibilities, they, are rich in coal and precious mineral, 
they, include probably the best oil fields of the state and 
hey are sure to yield In the near future a handsome 
revenue to the road that undertakes to supply their needs 
and' to promote their development 
; 


There are three routes by which such a road may 


enter, from the north, from the east, and from the south. 
:t would certainly be a misfortune if the business of so 
arge and so rich a portion of this state should be diverted 
o another, but it is certain that if the. Colorado, railroads 
delay too long In giving the northwest the railway ser-' 
Ice It needs, a branch of the Union Paciflo will be built. 


The second possible route is from Denver westward, 


and this line has been constructed many, times in the 
newspapers and is still being-built .there. It is a long 
and a difficult route through the mountains from the foot- 
hill cities west of Denver to .-the-upper valleys .of the 
Yampah and the building of this road could only result 
rom a determination to secure-the business of this sec- 
Ion for Denver at any cost Such a spirit ^undoubtedly, 
exists to some extent, and is being carefully fostered' by 
he newspapers of that city,- but so far the necessary 
means are lacking. 


The most practicable and probable line of communi- 


cation with northwestern Colorado is from some point 
on the line of the Denver and Rio Grande northward. If 
built from Wolcott station the line would pass through 
Sgerla "park and'thence to the lower river valley; if 
'rom Rifle or from Newcastle it would go to-Meeker in 
:he White river valley and" thence by a'practicable route 
over a low pass Into the Yampah valley. 


That this road will be built in the near future seems 


altogether probable and It is in fact a necessity of the 
•ailway situation. So strong a line as the Rio Grande 
now Is cannot afford to have so rich a territory, naturally 
rlbutary to its line, appropriated by a competitor, and It 
s not likely to wait until the entrance of another line 
makes It necessary for it to struggle for the possession of 
what it'should-hold without opposition. 'The management 
of the Rio Grande is not likely to overlook the obvious 
'eatures of this proposition, and as the Meeker ana 
Yampah extension is unquestionably the best 'railway 
pportunlty In the state today, it is not likely to be long 
unimproved. 


A DiEP TRIAL WELLFOftCOlfrRAbO S^lNG. 


(By Arthur Lakes, Western Editor of 'Wines and Minerals.") 


We have often thought that It would be"a"g6ba thing if In the neighbor- 


hood of some cities a deep trial well boring were pafdown, to ascertain what 
of economic value might underlie those cities of. possible-utility to the cities 
themselves.

Such a well might be put down, not at the heavy expense of one or of two 


ndlvlduals, but by every one "chipping in" a small BUIB so that if the project 
resulted "in nothing, no one would be a serious loser." Such a well would at 
east be an interesting gambtfe and Its progress a source of 'general interest 
to the community.

Colorado Springs and its vicinity are a case in .point. Geologically we 


know generally what underlies the city, but specifically there may be sur- 
prises of great value In store. Geologically, Colorado Springs Is underlaid to 
a depth of at least one thousand five hundred feet by: a thick bed of some- 
what impervious shales belonging to the marine groups,of the'Cretaceous 
period, the same as carry the oil at Florence at a depth of two thousand feet 
One thousand five hundred feet was bored in the city, some years ago In 
search of artesian water, without satisfactory results.; This was, we.believe, 
done entirely in the shales. This well did hot go deep,enough for"» fair trial, 


should have been twice that depth. ' 
it 
To find out what lies below these thick shales, we Must tak«-the road 


to Manitou, and at Colorado City we .observe the first outcrop from beneath 
the shales to be a bed about a hundred feet thick^of;tilted limestone full of 
arge fossil shells. Next comes a bed of white sandstone about 100 thick, 
then a series of red and green shales, marls, limestone! and wpsum, about 
200 feet thick, and then a great thickness of red sandstones, well shown In 
Red canon and in the Garden of the Gods, followed by.another grsat B«rtes of 
red and white coarse sandstones amd. limestones -of i the Carboniferous, and 
below this, at Manitou, several hundred feet of-limestone an* sandstone of 
he Silurian ana Cambrian periods, all restingrfinally on bed rock granite.

PUEBLO THE RAILWAY CENTER; 


^T ANNOUNCEMENT that the Burlington rail- 
way will shortly build ta branch line into Pueblo 
comes as a natural consequence of .recent devel- 
opments in railway circles. So long as it was 


possible to control transcontinental traffic in the interest 
if Denver, without regard to speed • of transit or con- 
venience of handling, it made comparatively little dif- 
erence whether the terminus of a plains road was at 
he mouth of the most practicable pass .through the 
mountains, or, whether It was a hundred miles or more .to 
one side of it. But when the Rio Grande and the Missouri 
Pacific became affiliated the situation changed. 
The 


Union Pacific has Its own line westward through Wyo- 
ming, the Rock Island Is continuous in line with.the 
Colorado Midland at Colorado Springs, the Santa Fe and 
the Missouri Pacific have direct connection at Pueblo with 
:he through'line to Salt Lake City, and only the Burlington 
is left in the air wth no direct transcontinental connec- 
tion.' The construction,of the proposed cut-off from Brush 
to Pueblo would not only give the Burlington a much 
more direct transcontinental connection than it now pos- 
sesses, but It would also give that road through its Wyo- 
ming connections a most valuable north and south busi- 
ness, which cannot fall to increase rapidly with the 
growing Industries and business of Pueblo. 


So many railroads, are built only on paper that il 


would not do to give absolute faith to any report of the 
kind, but the talk of the Burlington line from Brush to 
Pueblo Is In'itself an'evidence of the rapidity with which 
the,railway situation in Colorado .Is changed,and the 
growing-importance of our southern neighbor ;as the 
railway center of this state.

The course was 
a total distance of 38 nautical miles. 
The wind was north by;east at the start 
and north northeast at the: finish. It 
started with a force of about nine knots 


when the preparatory gun was fired and 
freshening gradually as the race pro- 
gressed, It attained a strength of 13 or 
14 knots an hour, when the Columbia 
was greeted as the winner. 


It is not easy for the best friend of 


the Constitution to make plausible ex- 
cuses for her most palpable defeat. She 
was beaten fairly and squarely on .her 
merits. Running almost dead before 
the wind on the-flrst leg of the course 
she at first opened quite a gap of clear 
water between herself and 
Columbia 


and it looked as though she would have 
a long lead In the run down the' wind. 
So long as the wind continued light she 
had It all her own way, but when It 
freshened the Columbia slowly but sure- 
ly overhauled her and when they got 
to the first mark was only a few 
lengths.astern. As the two 90-fpoters 
rounded the Block Island mark the 
Constitution had the weather berth 
She did not keep It long. Instead ot a 
beat to windward the beat to the second 
mark resolved itself Into a very long 
leg on the port track, with a couple 
of short hitches on the starboard 
stretch. 


The Columbia covered this long leg 
three minutes and 19 seconds faster 
than the new bloat. This settled the 
race, for the Constitution, was unable 
to ever cut down this lead on the short 
run home, and so the yachts finished 
The summary:

"There was no newspaper here then 
and I went to Denver'and wrote It up 
for the Tribune. It was printed in full. 
I think we can get a copy of it." 
The story referred to by Mr.'Pabor 
was DUblisheot in the Denver Tribune 
the next day and Is reproduced in the 
Gazette this morning. 
Mr. John Potter, who was pres- 
ent at the driving of the stake, also 
talked of the oecVsion with a Gazette 
representative: 
"If you have talked with Mr. Pabor," 
he said, "you have pretty nearly all 
that 1 can tell you. He Was there and 
wrote it UP for the Denver Tribune. 
I was there too, but I never made any 
particular record of the day's doings 
for,the reason that I. like everyone else, 
failed to realise the far reaching impor- 
tance of the cccas!6n. 
' 
"I remember it well enough, however, 
and it was a pretty day. It was not 
very widely known that the ceremo- 
nies were to take place and as I re- 
member thers -was little to them any- 
way. The people who happened to be 
here gathered at what Is now the 
chamber of commerce corner and Gen- 
eral Cameron drove the stake. .He put 
it part way into the ground and the 
rest of us took a blow or two at it. 
Some young ladles who-were here from 
Greeley helped the good work along. 
I remember that while we were driv- 
ing the stake Alva Adams came along. 
There was a pile ot lumber on th? 
ground where the:Colorado Springs ho- 
tel was hullt at once, and the lumber 
pile-formed-the platform for General 
Cameron to us while he talked. 
Alva 
Adatna"wa« going by with a load 'Of 
lumber. He stopped and asked us what 
werWsre dplng. We told him and he 
laughed and remained there sitting on 
his load of lumber while the ceremonies 
were concluded. 
' 
"The only house in the vicinity at that 
time was ah old log- cabin that stood 
west of where the Rio Grande depot is 


now, near the creek. This was the home 
of an old man named Majot McDowell. 
It was Intended as an eating station for 
the railroad when the railroad should 
be built Into the town, which was done 
the next spring. The house was shaped 
rather peculiarly, It having been built 
with a view to the possible necessity of 
staylhg off the Indians. 


"The crowd of fellows that I was with 
were surveyors. We lived there at 
Major McDowell's for some time and 
then finally, I got tired of it and de- 
cided that I would build a hbuss, of my 
own and I put up a $36 house on the 
corner where the First National bank 
now Is. . It was a poor excuse for a 
house, but it stayed there. The wind 
would blow so hard at night sometimes 
that I would sit Up In bed and begin 
wondering If the shanty was hot going 
to collapse. , While I was debating it, 
many, a time. I have felt another tre- 
meridon» guSt of wind come against 
the house a«a have thought It was go- 
Ing sure. I would then begin putting on 
my shoes when another big gust would 
come ilttng and I would grab my shoes 
and whatever else I could get hold of 
•and go -out upon the open prairie to 
dress. ' . 


"Those were happy, pleasant days. I 
shall never forget them, and I am sure 
that everyone who was here then will 
agree with me that if we could live 
them over again we would do so. The 
city was always, from the very be- 
ginning, a clean, healthful, quiet town. 
There was never any reign of crime 
here; There was never any rioting or 
mob rule. Everything was satisfactory 
and it was almost like the part of the 
history of the ancient nations which 
tells of periods of two or- three cen- 
turies in which no history was written 
because there was nothing to write. 
"The people began coming here Ihi- 
medlately upon the founding of the 
city. Mr. W. R. Roby, the contractor, 
came within a week after the stake was 
driven. . It was afmost like a little 
eastern colony picked up at the sea- 
coast and dropped down upon the foot- 
hltlo of the Rockies. There were many 
New Yorkers and many Ohioans, with 
the New England states well repre- 
sented. The' city .never suffered for 
money or for the necessities of i life. 
I was Its first postmaster, beginning In 
1871 and holding -the office until 1879, 
ana I always knew of the prosperous 
condition., 
: 


"When I came to Colorado Springs it 
was with the intention of remaining. I 
was in the war for four years and like 
thousands of other people who were In 
the army, I found the east crowded and 
run down after the conflict and decided 
that It was the best. thing for me to 
come we»t. I thought Colorado Springs 
had a good future as a health resort 
town of a small kind, such a town as 
might be expected almost anywhere 
where a> few people got together and 
settled. It was not believed by most of 
those here during ths first month or 
two of the town's career, however, that 
It would-ever have more than 400 or SOO 
people. General Cameron predicted that

up the line above Manltou over track

The Natural History of Trusts. 
(Milwaukee Evening Wisconsin.) 
Ambrose Pare Winston's article, In the 
July 
Atlantic, 
"Sixteenth • Century 
Trusts," Is wholesome, corrective read- 
Ing for that not by any means, limited 
class of people who .-.Ink and talk and 
write as If the world began yesterday. 
The fact Is that very few situations in 
economics or politics or Individual ex- 
perience are absolutely new, and that It: 
s the part ot. wisdom not to act with 
ireclpltahcy when seemingly novel con- 
ditions pretent themselves, but to "look 
>efore and after," and to take counsel of 
history In every Important endeavor to 
lolve the problems of. existence. 
Mr. Winston's article begins by rccall- 
ng that trusts are not an essentially new 
hlng. and -by showing that the vast in- 
dustrial expansion of the century which 
marked the 'beginning- of • modern times 
brought--with It combinations of capital 
much like those, ot today, proceeding by 
similar methods to the same, purposes, 
and evoking corresponding expressions of 
complaint. The .traders 'of 
Frankfort 
reached out through the Rhine to the 
British Isles,'-though the Hanse to the 
whole north,^westward into France and 
iy a long, chain of oltles from Basle to 
Vienna, over tha passes of the Alps to 
Italy and: the orient. Fortunes grew 
with swiftness like tilat which has been 
witnessed In the United States In the 
past'twenty years. The power of the 
rreat merchants and capitalists came to 
resemble,that of;princes. A-good under- 
standing united the capltallits - of Ger- 
many and those of Italy so that they 
were enabled to call on .one another for 
aid.. In .emergencies. Nor did they re- 
frain from participation In politics. "The 
world-wide 'money power' of those days, 
with- Its. compactness and' organization, 
thus had At.Its disposal a force which 
no potentate could defy.'.' These men held 
a mortgage 
on 
the revenues of the 


church; they overthrew .the democracy 
of; Augsburg; tfe»y decided the Imperial 
election of 1B19 by withdrawing credit 
from'one candidate and'buying-electoral 
votes for another, so that Charles V., th« 
greatest ruler .of a thousand years,, was 
their appointee. 
Interests with which the operations of 
the'sixteenth .century trusts came into 
conflict raised voices . In complaint. The. 
great .companies 
were charged with 
making• prices at.-will and.wlth destroy- 
ing all the small artisans and merchants. 
One writer of the time described them as 
"cheats who flayed-the people; taking not 
only unnecessary foreign rubbish, but 
also what Is- • indispensable to life, as 
corn, flsh and ;wlne; screwing up prtcqs 
according to their greed and .covetous- 
ness, and fattening themselves on the 
cruel labor of the poor." Tradesmen 
who refuscd\to -enter Into combination 
with the monopolies were'crushed out by 
a sudden lowering of'prices; when com- 
petition had. been', stiffed 
prices rose 
again. 
:Having drawn the portrait of indus- 
trial combinations in the'olden time, Mr. 
•Winston remarks: 
Not only Were-the grounds of com- 
plaint against them the/same then as 
now, but the division between those who 
fiercely cbndenmed the-.actipn of the pom- 
panles followed'then," as it does In'Amer- 
ica today, a sectional line. The "popu- 
lism" of that generation had .its home 
In Germany which was • still new to its 
Industrial- greatness.. There' la,y the Eu- 
ropean "wild west;" there the rural, pop- 
ulation still 
contributed powerfully to 
public opinion, and. there. the rural pbp- 
tlon of monopolies was 
the loudest1 


while In Italy—Industrially more mature 
—the 'urban Influence was predominant, 
and the capitalistic regime was regarded 
with entire complacency
